SETS ASIDE DEATH.

CHICAGO, March 20.—Prof. 
Octave Laurent, M.D., of Paris, 
France, has been invited to 
make his future home in Chi- 
cago as a result of a 
pledge of an unnamed philsn 
thropist to finance an “nail. 
tute of life’ for the famous 
heart surgeon, 

Prof. Laurent gained world- 
wide fame by his successtul 
who had been shot through 
the heart. During the war he 
made other similar opera- 
tions with success. 

In his figst experiment the 
patient had been shot in the 
right side of the heart, near 
the valves, and the bullet 
lodged there. The soldier was 
to all appearances dead. The 
surgeon removed the bullet, 
cleansed and closed the wound 
and then, by artificial means, 
set the heart to beating again.

LADY LAWYER. 


Says She Found Her with Her

Spicy Evidence is: Given in 
Holland Divorce Case.

CHARGE INDEPEND 
WITH DOUBLE DEALING 


MORE CONCERNED ABOUT RUS- 
SIA THAN THE WELFARE OF 
GERMANY, SAYS HEINE. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
BERLIN, Saturday, March 15.— 
That the majority and Independent 
Socialist parties are split irreconcili- 
ably is the common impression in 
political circles today, resulting from 
a speech of Wolfgang Heine in the 
Prussian Diet, in reply to the inde- 
pendents’ demand for repeal of mar- 
tial law in Berlin. 

Following closely Minister of De- 
fense Noske’s castigation of the in- 
dependents at Weimar, Heine, who 
is Prussian Minister of Justice and 
one of the majority leaders, present- 
ed a scathing indictment of the fac- 
tion of Hugo Haase, the independent 
leader, in which he reviewed the 
intimate co-operation between the 
independents and Spartacans from 
the first day of the revolution. De- 
fending the Prussian Cabinet's ac- 
tion in ming martial law in 
connection with the Lichtenberg 
riots, Heine charged the independ- 
ents with —. the blood of Spar- 
tacan victimes for furthering their 
political aspirations.” . 

Heine told the independents they 
were more concerned about Russia 
than about the welfare of Germany. 
He branded Karl Radek, Russian So- 
clalist, under arrest in Berlin 
charged with attempting to foment 
Spartacan uprisings, “as a universal 
criminal,” end said it was not the 
Russian steam roller that brought 
about Germany's defeat, but Bol- 
shevist infection and corruption paid 
for in stolen Russian funds. 

While the independents winced 
under the lashings and persistently 
attempted to ¢mbarrass Heine by 
noisy interruptions, the Prussian 
Minister was applauded loudly by his 
own party and the bourgeoisie fac- 
tions. Heine said the »endents 
were double dealing and that their 
political deception had been going 
on since November $, when Philipp 
Scheidemann’s party agreed to en- 
ter into a party pact with the Haase 
faction with the purpose of taking 
over the government. 

The speaker said that, while the 
negotiations with the independents’ 
leaders were going on @ll that day, 
the independents continued to mis- 
lead them in order to afford Karl 
time the 
Reichstag Building with Spartacan 
Red Guards and otherwise organize 
attached troops and deserters to in- 
ject terror into the early days of the 
revolution. 

Heine also held the independents 


*treeponsible for the Spartacan activi- 


tive police head, 
Bichhorn, and for the lawlessness of 
Georg Ledebour’s mariners, and 
charged that they precipitated the 
recent general etrike without justi- 
fication. The speaker added that, 
while the Spartacans were the gun- 
men of the independents, the inde- 
pendents wére the real end greater 
menace, as they were the root of the 
whole terrorist movement. 

Adolf Hoffmann, who supported 
tne motion of the independents for 
repeal of martial law. answered 
Heine in a two-hour speech, in the 
course of wirich he presented an 
outline of alleged brutalities and fl- 
legal wholesale executions by the 
military authorities in conn 
with the suppression of rioting. 


HINDENBURG DEFENDS 
HIS EMPEROR'S FLIGHT. 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
BERLIN, March 20 (via Copenha- 
gen.)—Aroveed by recent criticisms 
of former Emperor William regard- 
ing his flight from Germany to Hol- 
land last fall, Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg has prepared and pub- 
lished here a defense of the ex-rul- 
er’s action. He writes: 

“The Emperor could have betaken 
himself to the fighting troops in or- 
der to meet death at their head in 
a last attack upon the enemy, but

larger sum, and we are furnishing 
many industries in the city of Los 
Angeles with aqueduct power. 

It is our hope. with the de- 
velopment of plant No. 2, generat- 
ing 25,000 horse power, which is 
now in process of construction, to 
be able to furnish power at a rate 
that will attract business to the 
city tn the immediate future. 

REASON FOR OPPOSITION. 


When one realizes that there is 
less than 100,000 horse power used 
in the city today, exclusive of rail- 
roads, and that the possible de- 
velopment of the aqueduct will give 
us in excess of 217,000 horse power, 
one can realize why there is bitter 
opposition on the part of the op- 
ponents of this municipal enter- 
prise.
